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EDITORIAL 

National leaders may be keeping us in the electoral dark but Deddington’s Parish Council Election is on 
Thursday March 8. The DN is liaising with the PC to publicise the poll and the three candidates have sent 
us brief autobiographical notes (page 9). 

Other PC initiatives this month include the Parking Audit (more volunteers needed), with the related 
instruction evening at the Windmill and a meeting for potential BMX bikers (also at the Windmill). Two 
matters from Norman Stone’s PC report - A-boards and the front elevation of the former Deddington 
Salerooms in the Market Place. Please let the DN know if you have views about either. 
Somewhat surprisingly no one has chosen to continue the farming debate begun in the Editor’s Postbag 
last December, Perhaps we are still digesting George Fenemore’s ae (Feb. issue). But the Postbag is 
full of interesting material, as usual. 

Colin Robinson’s correspondence with Terence Talbot of Deddington, Tasmania, should inspire some 
historical detective work. 19" Century Deddington was often at odds with the law and transportation from 
North Oxfordshire was not unknown. (That example of discretion pales beside the Rev. Cotton Risley’s 
use of language in this month’s The Way We Were. “Suffered tippling” is a phrase to cherish.) The 
chance of a personal link between the Oxfordshire and Tasmanian Deddingtons is surely high. Our 
thanks to DOL for allowing us to use their material. 

The DN is politically strictly neutral. But a visit by our MP, Tony Baldry, on March 31, is newsworthy. 
Equally, we are not all members of the Church of England. But the Parish generally will extend a 
welcome to the Rev. Dr Hugh White whose Induction Service is on March 23. 

I regret the lack of photographs in the DN. There never seems to be space. However, this month photo- 
graph and space have come together. Myrtle Young of Clifton, who is a puppywalker for Guide Dogs for 
the Blind, has sent us an irresistible picture.

A-BOARDS AND ALL THAT 

PC concerned about proliferation of advertising 
notices, such as A-boards in the Market Place. 
Unsightly and a traffic hazard, many, if not all, 
are illegal and OCC will remove them if asked, 
but this could also banish posters for 
local/charity events. The issue, which is 
complicated and needs much more thought, 
was deferred until the next PC meeting. [What 
do our readers think? — NS] 

CLIFTON FOOTPATH 

OCC is willing to spend up to £4,000 on the link 
between Tithe Lane and Home Farm. PC 
would make up any ‘reasonable’ shortfall. 
PARKING 

A short-term policy to ease residential parking 
by providing the odd slot here and there 
(Victoria Terrace, say, or Goose Green) would 
cost around £400 per place. Longer-term, 
entirely new ideas will be considered — perhaps 
a business car park in the Holly Tree lawn area 
(with revenue-eaming potential), or hard- 
standing on Earls Lane verges (possibly co- 
funded by the Health Centre). 

Although 28 people, including 5 parish 
councillors, have volunteered to help with the 
parking audits (21 & 24 March), as many again 
are needed. 

DEDDINGTON LIBRARY 

The Friends have raised £1,586.43 so far 
towards development costs. C/Cilr Matthews 
and D/Clir O'Sullivan are enthusiastic 
supporters. 

CHERWELL LOCAL PLAN 2011 

This plan is available for inspection/comment/ 
support/objections at Bodicote House, Banbury 
Library and other centres until 23 March, and at 
the Clerk’s office, Windmill Centre, Deddington, 
Mons and Weds. lf and when adopted, the 
Cherwell Plan, with the Oxfordshire Structural 


Plan 2011 and the Oxfordshire Minerals and 
Waste Local Pian, will form the official 
development plan, the basis for decisions on 
land use in or affecting our area. 

PLANNING 

PC no objection to: (i) Wirral House, Bull Ring 
— re-roofing; (ii) 43 Gaveston Gardens — porch 
extension; (iii) Orchard House, Hopcraft Lane — 
external sign (repositioning recommended).

Before 
activating Ombudsman procedure, PC to 
demand response from CDC Chief Executive. 
PC noted that : (vii) Velux windows in the roof 
of the extension to Sunnyside, Hopcraft Lane, 
were not part of the permitted development . A 
CDC enforcement officer has visited the site. 
WINDMILL CENTRE 

The £33,000 aijl-weather pitch is under-used, 
partly because it may not meet current safety 
standards. PC to pursue. Like previous 
contractors, J P Charles are unable to cure the 
leaking roof. They feel they have “exhausted all 
other ideas and do not know what the next 
course of action is”. 

PARISH FINANCES 

Final accounts for 1999-2000 were adopted. 
The balance sheet shows net assets of 
£558,679.90. Land, buildings, plant and 
equipment were valued at £1,064,000. 
Invoices totalled £9,112.58, including 
£5,568.33 to J P Charles for work on the 
Windmill Centre and £1,174.56 for 6 weeks 
wages of village steward. 

Investments totalled £534,816,37, of which 
£19,970 Bradford & Bingley @ 6.25% 
variable on 120 days; £25,000 Treasury 
Stock @ 4.7475% fixed; £4,638.18 @ 3.5% 
on 14 days; £480,000 West Bromwich 
Building Society @ 6.25% + £4,467.14 @ 
2.3% + £741.05 @ 2.1%, all overnight.

GLEANINGS FROM THE PAST - PARISH 
AND DEANERY MAGAZINES 

A Census is scheduled for March 2001 which is a 
good enough reason to delve into the Parish 
Magazines and find Census results from a 100 years 
and more ago. Luckily the Revd. Thomas Boniface 
delighted in statistics and never missed an 
Opportunity to pass on interesting equations to his 
parishioners. How he would have loved Deddington 
OnLine, both as a viewer and contributor. 

His research covered census figures for Deddington, 
Clifton and Hempton from 1801 to 1891 where, in 
the latter year, the count recorded 880 males, 897 
females, 403 inhabited houses, 32 uninhabited 
houses, 6 buildings and 221 tenements of less than 5 
rooms. In his annual Church Records he regularly 
adds the full names of parishioners who have 
reached “threescore years and ten upwards.” In 
1883, for example, he worked out that the combined 


ages of the 20 qualifying men and women came to 
1,569 years. Not bad going for a Parish in the 19" 
century ! 

What will the 2001 count reveal and what 
conclusions or plans for the future would the Revd. 
Boniface draw from them? Speaking for myself, | 
now have to admit to being an “old woman”, 
qualifying for the Revd. Boniface’s list. A very rude 
Swiss Railway official told me so on a recent 
holiday. Worse signs of old age followed my return 
home. I had left my DN duplicating colleagues with 
an insufficient stock of printing paper, causing 
everybody, including the Editor, a lot of hassle. 
Apologies to all of you, except the Swiss Railway 
official !

DEDDINGTON AND DISTRICT HISTORY SOCIETY Dr Maicotm Graham, Director, Centre for 
Oxfordshire Studies, spoke at our Feb. 14 meeting on World War 11 in Oxfordshire. He started by asking how 
Oxfordshire heard the news. In St Giles the service was stopped to hear Mr Chamberlain speak, while the 
Mounthill Ramblers received the news at a Burford full of unofficial evacuees at 11am on 3.9.39, before 
continuing their walk to Bourton-on-the-Water. Only 20,000 of 36,000 expected evacuees, arrived in Oxon. The 
war was often fun for children, like the movies coming to town. The first County air raid warning was on 6 
September — it was a false alarm and the public did not take warnings too seriously. The risk of a road accident in 
the black-out was far greater! In the summer of 1940 there was a huge programme of pill box and airfield 
building. The former are now being mapped by English Heritage. Road signs were removed and place names 
were removed from war memorials, even from horse troughs. The first major civilian bombing took out the signal 
box at Banbury and most of the town’s gasometers. On the whole the County got off lightly, with only a handful 
of people killed in air raids (from the 4,700 bombs dropped). Farming was a priority: many agricultural workers 
had joined the Forces and women, children and PoWs were pressed into service. The amount of land under grass 
was hugely reduced; even golf courses were no longer sacred, and there were eventually some 1,700 Land Girls 
in the County. The now disused grain silo south of Kidlington is a relic of this period. There were many shortages 
but, perhaps on the whole, Oxfordshire had a relatively quiet war.

February has certainly lived up to its name and the dykes are once Ry apes Ge, an 7 
again full. We have still been unable to get on with much field hes ar Rew bes 


work. With lambing just starting, things are getting difficult. Due to the flooding we had 
to start hand-feeding the ewes at the end of October and we brought them into their 
winter quarters in late November some 6 weeks early. Feed stocks are now very low 
and with the meadows still flooded we may have to buy in some hay, something | have 
never had to do before. Just when the meadows will be fit to stock is anybody's guess. 
The longer we have to keep the ewes and lambs back in the hay paddocks the less 
grass we shall have to cut for next winter's hay. 

The winter weather has not just caused flood damage The strong winds have brought 
down a number of large boughs from the Oak trees on the farm and with the 
combination of wind, frost and rain some of the old stone walls have come down as well 
and will have to be rebuilt. But at least we have been able to get a barn put up. This 
will house the grain dryer and corn dresser as well as providing some much needed extra 
storage space as most of the older stone buildings are not big enough for modern farm 
machinery. As | said a few months ago, our old combine was starting to show her age 
and needed an extensive rebuild. | have driven her for some 12 years and it will be sad 
to see her go but we just cannot afford the risk of a major breakdown so we have had 
to bite the bullet and find a replacement. This is a bang up-to-date all-dancing, all- 
singing beast filled with the latest electronic wizardry, and the general consensus of 
opinion in the farm office is that ‘the old boy' is too far gone to cope with it! Well 
there's life in the old dog yet. | have the driver's manual, a book of Latin spells and the 
keys, so let's just see if they can keep up with old Merlin Wishbone. 

Over the past few years farming has been accused of many dastardly deeds of 
destroying the flora and fauna of the countryside in which we work to produce most of 
the raw materials needed for our nation's food. It is easy to pass the buck and blame 
modern farming methods for the decline in our wildlife populations, but in a recent 
survey by the Mammal Society it was discovered that we have some nine million 
domestic cats in this country which, between them, have 270 million wildlife victims a 
year, of which 55 million are small birds. Add to this the annual fledgling butchery on 
our roads and the dramatic increase in the raptor population, is it any wonder that we 
see fewer birds about? So perhaps Government and all these preservation societies who 
are trying to justify their existence by putting all the blame on farming should look in 
their own back yards first.

THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood 


Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for the month of February 1851 
3rd FEBRUARY - | called at the Tuns Public House and cautioned the Landlord against having 
suffered tippling at his house frequently - till past midnight - and mentioned to him that the 
Constable had been sent for more frequently to his house than all the rest put together. 
4th FEBRUARY - Susan and | started by the midday train to Oxford with Willy on his way to 
Mr. Collins's of Clifton Hampden as a private Tutor. All our dear boys having now left us a 
feeling of solitariness begins to force itself upon us - may God bless, preserve and keep them 
in all goodness! 
5th FEBRUARY - The North Aston constable came with a woman and her daughter, the young 
gir! had attempted it was said to drown herself - reprimanded her on the wickedness of such 
a proceeding. 
7th FEBRUARY - Mr. Wilson called and showed me a letter from Mr. Brogden approving of and 
assenting to the arrangement for building Chapels at Hempton and Clifton. 

_ 12th February - walked to Hempton before dinner and saw the new Church there which we 
liked tolerably well. 
16th February - | heard satisfactorily from Mr. Collins about Willy - on the whole - as to his 
proficiency and capabilities. 
27th February - Hiorns the relieving officer and Mr. Mitchell the surgeon came and | signed an 
order duly filled up, | having seen her, for the admission of a woman into the County Lunatic 
Asylum - she had same days ago cut the throat of one of her younger children, with a blunt 
knife fortunately, and so its life was preserved. 
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DEDDINGTON, TASMANIA by way of DEDDINGTON ONLINE 

In 1997 we were alerted by Buffy Hayward to the existence of a second Deddington in Tasmania. In 
1998 the DN published a report of a land sale in the Antipodean Deddington. We always hoped to learn 
more about our namesake. Now, through DOL, we have. Colin Robinson has been corresponding with 
Terence Talbot who lives in (the other) Deddington. Some fascinating areas for research have opened 
up and Colin has written a long article, resulting from his correspondence, which will soon appear on 
the village website. Meanwhile, we have DOL’s permission to include extracts from Colin’s material. 
“Deddington Tasmania is a small hamlet lying 200 km roughly north of the capital, Hobart. Other 
British-sounding names scatter the countryside: St. Leonards, Epping, Bracknell, Upper Blessington, 
Bridgenorth. There would appear to be a prima facie case for believing that there is a direct connection 
dating back to when Tasmania was first settled by Europeans. Might anyone from Deddington Oxon 
have emigrated or been transported to Tasmania ? The name Deddington came into use in the mid 
1860s. It has no local ‘meaning’ and therefore could probably have been named by someone familiar 
with D. Oxon. A further clue is the rood screen, currently in St David’s Cathedral in Hobart. This was 
made in D. Oxon around 1916 by Franklin and Sons (on the site of the present Johnson’s builders 
merchants). How did Tasmanians come to order it from Franklins ? 

“People from Scotland and England, along with convicts from all over the British Isles, are known to 
have been early settlers in Deddington Tasmania during the 19" century. They include: Thomas and 
Robert PITCAIRN, Henry REED, Captain Andrew BARCLAY, Matthew RALSTON, John TWEED 
PYKE. The builder and owner of the Deddington Inn (built 1862/3) was Edward AYRTON who 
marned Hannah WOOLNOUGH in 1856. Have any of these surnames any connection with the 
Deddington Oxon area ? 

“There is a pub within a couple of miles of D. Oxon named “The Blackboy Inn” ~ in Milton on the 
Bloxham road. In the early days of D. Tasmania there was a place dispensing alcohol which was also 
known as “Blackboy Inn”. Jt was generally thought to have been named after natives of the area. 
However, a Tasmanian who knew this locality well, “passed a Blackboy Inn not far from the English 
town of Deddington.” Could the person who named Deddington have also named the sly grog shop on 
Tasmania ?” 

Colin suggests that “more research is required on both sides of the globe.”A fascinating subject. If 
anyone’s historical memory is jogged by any of the above, please contact DOL (or the DN). —_Ed.
